Sre,—A fow days ago you were able to publish 
certain information with regard to the forthcom- 
jug report of the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank. 
Tha fact that you were ableto do so afforded 
very genoral satisfaction. [t would ba well if 
information concerning all aur public undertak- 


rogarded as’ of spocial interest. I have no re- 
mambrance of any letter asking for puyment in 
1880, nor of any reply offering payment for oa 
respondericvof speci interest, A numbor offriend- 
ly chits passed between us, none of which I kopt. 
The cheque for $25 was sent in sattlemontof arti- 
cles which wore recognised as of spacial interest, 
mostof which wore supplied whoul wasaway. Mr. 
Watt ean tell you about thos letters, After I 
oame back from Kngland General Mesny called. 
on mo several times, and was very friendly, and 
never raid x word about payment. Ha never 
did make auy such claim by word of mouth. 
(Witness then deposed to the correspondence 
whieh passed b-tweon the partios:) I know by 
referonea to tho latter book at what rate Mr. 
Bulgin paid the plaintif€ for the artioles anpplied 
in his tine, - Lt was 85 a column; if ho paid any 
more it was out of his own pocket for he has not 
come to me for it. 

The foreman—Are thore any of the letters 
you did not use at all, F 

Witnass—Woll, L eannot say there wore any, 
left out altogothor.

CONSULAR JUSTICE IN SIAM. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “HONGKONG 
. DAILY PuEss.”: . 

S1r,—Your loading article of 17th January 
on this subject, which has boon road with mnol 
interest here, contains ‘some iuacouracias of de? 
tail which T am ante you will not wish tir remain 
uncorrected. 

You say ‘That Mr. Miohollis a British snb- 
ject is clear fromthe fict that he was the gate 
man who called the mecting to proto ayainst 
the registration system—a matter with which 
he could have had no concern if he wore x Sia- 
moaseaubject.” [hope you will allow me to point 
out that this is not quite correct, Tad in-faot 
a great concern in this mattor, inasmuch ‘as_I 
had. bean requested by clients of high reputation 
to advise the mecting on 4 question of constiln- 
tional law upon which no othar person in Bang. 
kok had any established qualification to advise. 
A Siamese lawyer who invites Englishmen to 


hear his opinion npon Buglish law does not 
surely thereby become an Englishman, any more 
than a city man who chooses to discourses to 
conntry men abont agricultural affairs thoreby 
becomes a farmor. 
who drives fat oxen should himself be fat’; but 
I novor hoard that he need out-do Nebashad- 
nezzar and becom on ox. 

‘Thon you say that “it saema only reasonable 
to infor that: fhe Court: has the power, in any 
caso, of calling fora statement from the plair- 
tif’ as to whothor be sues as a British subject or 
asa foreigner.” Upon thia I should liko to 
make two very brief observations. First, tho 
primd facie reasonsbleness of any such viow is 
entirely destroyed by the worda of the troaty 
defining the Couri’s duties, which declare that 
“ Allactions in which both parties are British 
subjects, or in which the defendant is a British 
subject, shall bs hoard and determined by the 
Consul elono.”” Whether, therefore, I was 
treated as the onoor as the other, the Court was 
equally’ bound to hear the case, Secondly, “a 
statement from the, plaintiff” was not st all 
what the Consul demanded. Ho could have hed 
that at any moment, if ho wished, What ho 
demanded was a lettor from H.B.H. the Siamese 
Minister for Forcign Affaire, which he knew he 
had uo right to stipulate for, and which he knaw 
the plaintiff bad no right to apply for. 

Porkaps F may be allowed to. add one very 
important point, which is not alladod to in your 
article, This is tha fact that Mr-Satow had 


it may be true that “he |- 


declared expressly that in the case in qnostion 

‘he “intended to treat me as a Siamese subject.” 
This being so,..it was notiopen to Mr. Satow to 
alloge any donbt as to the nationality’ of the 
Maintiff, nor to protend that any further in- 
‘ormation was newded. 

The whole casois extremely simple. Hitherto 
actions against British enbjects iu Siu have 
invariably been entertaiuod atthe British Con- 
aulate (in accordance with tho Treaty), whothor 
the plaintiff was of British or Siamese nation- 
ality. This prasti¢e is continaowsly followed 
until-one day a plointiit presents himself who 
has unwittingly incurred the displeasure, of Mr. 


Satow by presuming to give his bumble opinion 
upon & disputed point of Constitutional. law. 
Then for the twat time tho line” is adopted of 
rotusing to entertain the suit unless the plain- 
tiff makes an impertinent and wholly unnscss- 

roquest to the Siamese Minister for Foreign

I do not protend to know what were Mr. 
Satow’s motives in taking this very exceptional 
course, But in cases Hke this people are apt.to 
adopt the most natural aud obvious explanation 
of what ocours, Lf that natural and obvious 
lanation is inthis instance not the correct 
ong, it would certainly have. bean ag well for Mr. 
Batow to state publicly what other motive he 
could have had. 

As to tho illegality of the refusel to entertain 
thia suit I have nover ‘beard any doubt expresa- 
ed; and the loiter (printed in tho Bangkok 
Times of 15th January, nearly'a fortnight igo), 
in which TF pointed it oat, bas remained without 
any sort of reply. But Iam dealing now with 
the remarks made in your leadiag article as to 
tho justification which can be fonnd by sn in- 
dulgent critic for Mr. Satow in taking thia very 
unprecedented slep. I wish to make it clear 
that, in taking it, tho Minister conld not possibly 
pretend either that my nationality was doubtful, 
or that the obligation imposed upon him by the 
Treaty isin any way questionable, Hf any other 
justifiestion can be found, T shal] be most giad 
tohearit. But it has not yet been heard of —

For tho honour of the Britivh magistracy, I 
wish I gould admit tho corrootnana 6f your con- 
tfeution that from no point of view does the 
British Minister's procgeding appear to bear 
the ‘sinister charactor placed on it by myvelf, 
But to admit this it would ho necessary tojgnore 
tho following facts. : ‘ : 

1.—-Mr, Satow, in.refnsing permission.to Mr. 


Gould to make the “communication” to Mr." 


Michell: in writing (for we are fully warranted 
inassuming thatthe Consul acted only by autho- 
rity of hia obiof) was clearly guilty of unne- 
cossarily delaying tha coursa of justica; and, 
moreover, by ao refnsing, he has fairly told him- 
self open to the suspicion of buying been fully 
awarethat his “communication”? wasso farrantly 
unjust that be dared aot. pormit it to be made 
in bleok on white. 

2—Article UL. of the Sapplamsntary ‘Treaty 
hetwoan Grant Britain and Siam. known as tho 
Parkes’ Agreemont, contains this clause:—“ All 
civil cases in which beth Fartics are British 
subjects or in which the dofondant is a British 
subject shall be heard and determinod by the 
British Consul alone.” r 

3~—Artiole V. of the Treaty between Great 
Britain and Siam oxpressly stipalates that all 
British subjects aro,to bo registered; and Section 
20 of the Ordor in Concoil of 28th July, 1856, 
confirm :d'by Act of Parliamont in Angust, 1857, 
explicitly states that ifa British sabjoot refusea 
or neg loots to regi-ter himself or to excuse such 
his refusal or nogleot to tho satisfnotion of tho 
Consular officer, he shall coaso to ba antitled to 
recognition or protection as a British subject in 
any anita or diffloulties whatsdaver in which he 
may be involvad in the dominions of the Kings 
of Siam. As the clause of the Parkes’ Agroo- 
mont quoted abore clearly imposes on the British 
Consular officer the obligation to bear and do- 
tormino all gases in which the defendant isa 
British subject; and -sa -it is equally cloar that 
ho is powerlegs to hear-aod déterm'no any cue 
in whioh the defendant is not entitled’ to ro- 
cognition’ as a British anbject, it is self-evident 
that the. Englishmn resident in Siam who re- 
fuses to register bimywlf thereby ceases to ba 
under British jurisdiction, and necessarily be- 
vomes o subject of the Sovereign in whose ter- 
citory he resides, yo ree see 

Taless, therefore, the extremely improbable 
aupposition be entertaincd that Mr, Satow ia 
culpably ignorant of. theso étipulations of the 
Treaty and: Order in Council from which he 
derives his authority, error of judgment cannot. 
be pleaded on his bebalf for having denied justice 
to Mr. Miohell in the case roferred to, except 
under a fantestio condition whivh ha had no 
logal right to impose, and which could only hava 
been complied with at the eost of an impertinence 
to the Foreign Ministor.of Siam,
